rare not posted on pork. They 

eat but little of it, they are none of 
them engaged in pork culture, nor do 
they keep track of the ch in sup- 
ply and demand in the provision mar- 
et. Ina general way it may be said 
that present indications favor a boom 
of some dimensions in pork, but Phil 
Armour is the autocrat of that market 
and he is quite as apt to oe values 
to the extent of four or five dollars 
od barrel, as he is to let them advance 
at much. It may happen that the 
pork market will escape from his con- 
trol, ere long, and prices soar to a great 
height, but no living man can certainly 
foretell that such a thing will occur. 
All the millers whom we have known 
to Lary f with the pork market have 
found it a very slippery and deceptive 
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MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 11. 

The flour product last week was 
about the same, being only a few 
thousand barrels in excess of the pre- 
vious week. There were made for the 
week 108,400 bbis—averaging 18,067 
bbis—against 102,000 bbls the preced- 
ing week, and 116,600 bbls for the cor- 
responding time in 1887. Two mills 
have dropped out of the operative list 
as a result of the increased shortage of 
water, thus cutting off about 1,200 bbls 
daily. This leaves fourteen running, 
six of which are using steam excla- 
sively, while a seventh is employing 
water to drive one-half of its machin- 
a7: The water occasionally rises to a 
fair stage, when some of the mills 
standing in idleness for a lack of it, 
start up‘and run until the head is 
drawn down again. This is the cause 
of uneven and not very satisfactory 
work, and some millowners prefer to 
remain idle altogether rather than to 
do it. The steam mills are kept in op 
eration at full sey though the 
call for flour is less pressing than 
formerly. Local mills are getting 
pretty well caught up with orders and 
their managers feel more at ease as to 
being able to please customers on ship- 
ments, than for a long time. The flour 
market is oe very dull, the cur 
rent sales of the mills in operation 
amounting to less than their product. 
Buyers seem to want cheaper prices, 
but the higher cost of wheat precludes 
their being granted, and so the two 
sides are at such variance that trade is 
restricted and slow. There were 36,300 
bbls of flour directly exported by the 
mills last week, against 37,400 bbls the 
previous week.

The closing weeks of the year are 
showing more strength in the wheat 
market than was to be expected. Not 
that there has been much animation in 
the demand. Transactions have been 
very few and far between, but holders 
have successfully demonstrated their 
peep J to prevent any decline, even in 
the absence of any demand of import- 
ance. What seems to have aye aac 
strength to our market during the past 
few days has been the upward move- 
ment in the American markets this 
week, in the face of quiet reports from 
Europe. This advance means that 
Europe can not touch American 
wheats unless she raises her prices, 
and as we should be very short of su 
plies if American wheat were entirely 
withheld from us, the inference is that 
we must keep our — pretty close 
to yours. Another element of strength 
in the market is the further decrease in 
the quantity afloat for the United King- 
dom and the continent, which at the 
present moment amounts to only 
13,500,000 bus, against 22,120,000 bus at 
this time last year. Here, then, buy- 
ers find the winter months starting 
with a supply immediately in prospect 
of about 9,000,000 bus less than last 
year, and a visible supply in the United 
States about 18,000,00u bus less, or a 
total deficiency in these two items 
only, of 27,000,000 bus. Add to this 
the fact that India is virtual'y dried 
up until next April, and that the new 
Australian wheat cannot reach us un- 
til that month, and it will be seen that 
we shall be running very short in our 
supply during the next three months, 
a fact which buyers here are beginning 
to recognize, for at the present mo- 
ment there is decidedly more disposi- 
tion to buy than I have noticed for a 
fortnight past. The weather, too, has 
now become very cold, with severe 
frosts, so that the consumption is in- 
creasing, and altogether holders ma 
regard their present investments wit 
satisfaction. 


What threatened to upset the market 
before anything else was the collapse 
of the French markets—if it came 
about—for it has all along been stated 
that the French wheat crop was so 
large that farmers could not hold it, 
but would be forced to sell. This, 
however, has not happened yet, and 
the French markets are as firm as our 
own. This goes to prove two things; 
first, that the last French crop was 
not so large as was anticipated, and 
second, that French farmers are able 
to hold out for higher prices. It need 
hardly be said that in the present 
year, when supply and demand are 
comparatively evenly balanced, any 
general withholding of supplies on the 
part of farmers, either in America, 
France or England, would be sure to 
cause a rise in prices, for it would at 
once disturb the even course of the 
supplies and existing stocks on hand 
were certainly not large enough to 
bear any extra strain on them. This 
latter seems to be what is likely to 
affect the market for the next two 
or three months, and in consequence 
I look, as I have said before, for quite 
a healthy trade, and possibly a fair ad- 
vance. Certainly prices should be safe 
at their present level. It would of 
course be quite imprudent to force 
prices up very materially, because the 
spring months will let loose extra sup- 

lies of Russian, Indian and Austra- 
ian wheats, which if crop prospects 
in America are favorable, the market 
would find it difficult to withstand. 

The flour market in London is ina 
very quiet state, but there is no change 
to be noted in the quotations I sent 
you last week. American shippers 
still ask prices above the level of 
values here, which, while the present 
inequality in our wheat prices and 
yours exists, will continue to be the

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The new year did not open very au- 
. spiciously in the flour corner, as busi- 
Owferings Say to the oad ity of the 
owing e majority of the 
mills being shut down, were light, re- 
ceipts were small and holders demand- 
ed fall prices. There were very few 
orders in hand and the demand was 
as light as it was ever known to be. 
The southern order buyers took only 
what was actually needed, and there 
was no speculative, export or eastern 
shipping demand to accelerate the 
movement. Such as it was the demand 
was fairly diversified, running on no 
particular grades. Prices opened 
steady on Tuesday, were easy next 
day, steady Thursday and closed nom- 
inal, but unchan Receipts were 
light and shipments small, amounting 
to only 14,500 bbis for the week. 

The situation among our mills dur- 
ing the week was decidedly quiet and 
uninteresting. Only five were in ope- 
ration and the Laciede ran only half 
time. ‘Busy brushing up,’’ was the 
reply given to all inquiries. It is gen- 
erally understood, however, that quite 
an improvement will be noticed next 
week, as several large mills will be 
started up Monday. The output for 
the past week was only 30,900 bbis, as 
follows :

Secretary Morgan of the Merchants’ 
exchange received the last of the mill 
reports of their yearly output on Wed- 
nesday, and the amounts thereof are 
herewith given. In speaking of the 
general results of the year’s work, the 
majority of the millers acknowledge 
having made money, but not in such 
vast amounts a3 to feel that they have 
a bonanza. Some say they have come 
out even, while others say their figures 
are on the wrong side of the ledger. 
The general opinion, however, is that 
it was a good year, a big improvement 
on the past two years. While the out- 
look for 1888 seems fair, thinking mill- 
ers do not look for any “‘big orders and 
big profits,” as they say it is evident 
that while the inter-state commerce 
law has not, up to date, injured the 
flour trade of this city to any extent, 
it is noticeable that it is shifting con- 
siderably, i. e. from the east to the 
south. Whether enough trade can be 
gained in new territory to offset what 
is being lost in old fields, is yet to be 
proven, and until then no positive cal- 
culation can be made. Values, until 
lately, kept well s° and harmonized 
nicely with wheat, but at present they 
are steady and immovable and millers 
state that a loss of 10c per bbl would 
be incurred were they obliged to sell 
at current rates. As stocks are light 
for this time of the year, an early im- 
provement is expected, especially as 
nearly all the mills are at present shut 
down. The individual output of the 
mills for the year was as follows :

Those Carrying Charges. 


Statements have been published in 
these columns from a prominent flour 
exporter, who had just returned from 
an extended trip among the millers of 
the west, and especially of the north- 





'| west, says the New York Commercial 
| Bulletin, in which it was explained 


why so little grain is coming to the 


_|lake ports and seaboard this year for 


storage, and why free storage fof 60 


= | and even 90 days, which has been of- 


fered by the New York warehousemen 
all this autumn, has failed to attract 
auy considerable amount of grain here 
for storage this winter, and why the 
efforts of Chicago elevator men, and 
those of other lake and western specu- 
lative markets, had been unsuccessfal 
in attracting large stocks to those 
points for winter storage. 

The reason is plain enough; but only 
those in the trade are aware of the ex- 
tent to which the building of country 
elevators has been carried. During 
the past few years elevators with 10,- 
000 to 50,000 bus Nee pee 4 have sprung 
up along the line of every railroad in 
the northwest, at every point where 
there is enough grain raised to fill 
them. To these elevators the farmers 
bring their grain as soon as harvested, 
instead of cribbing it on the farm as 
formerly. and hold it themselves, pay- 
ing the charges and getting advances 
upon it, until they are ready to sell it, 
or sell it to the elevator owner, who 
resells it in Chicago, New York, or 


wherever the market is highest, for | 


the farthest option, against which he 
carries it, making the high carrying 
charges currentin the speculative mar- 
kets east, which are about double those 
at which he can carry the grain in 
these country elevators at a handsome 
rofit. These elevator men are able to 
rrow money from their local banks 
on the grain thus carried in these ele- 
vators almost as cheaply as the car- 
riers can here at the east, while the 
cost of storage, interest on real estate 
and insurance are but asmali part of 
what they are in commercial centres. 
At 4c per month per bushel these coun- 
try elevators can make a good profit 
on carrying wheat, while in New York, 
Chicago and the other speculative cen- 
tres, the carriers charge all the way 
from ic to 2c per month, averaging 
abouti1jcon wheat, jcon cornand jcon 
oats. As the regular grain carriers do 
all this business in the speculative 
markets, instead of the warehousemen, 
asin the country, the benefits of the 
free storage given by the latter here 
this fall have gone to the former and 


002 | not to the shippers of grain from the 


west, who must sell their grain on ar- 
rival here to these carriers, who have 
the inside track with the warehouse- 
men, as the latter get the bulk of their 
business from the former; and when 


00 | there is not enough to go around, as 


now, the competition is so sharp that 
the ‘“Spawnbrokers,”’ as they are called, 
Mringary 4 control the warehouse facili- 
ties at these points. Of this 1}c per 
bu charged on wheat, jc is allowed for 
the cost of carrying it, including stor- 
age, interest and insurance. The bal- 
ance is profit to the carrier. 

When the pes og elevators render 
this same service for jc per bu per 
month, it is plain why the grain re- 
ceipts from the country, more and 
more each year, fail to come forward 
till the last of the crop year, as they 
did last year, and broke the back of 
the Cincinnati clique. 

Of these country elevators, which 
are not included in the points em- 
braced in the visible supply statement 
of stocks, your informant said: ‘I was 
told that there were already in opera- 


39 a7p | tion 700 of them in both winter and 


spring wheat sections, of which the 
majority are in the northwest, and 
that of this number about 100 had 
been built the past year.” Taking 700 
elevators of an average of 30,000 bus 
capacity, these country elevators have 
a total of 21,000,000 bus, which is half 
the average visible supply of wheat 
held in the primary and secondary 
markets. 

“It is therefore apparent why the 
stock of grain does not come forward 
to these markets,” said he, ‘“‘and it is 
equally plain that it never will 
again 


be carried at the east, as it 





used to be, excépt in cases of corners, 
when this unknown invisible sapply in 
these ‘country élevators, which in- 
creasing every year, will be dumped 
upon any clique who undertake to cor- 
ner these markets and break its back 
as was that of the deal in Chicago last 
June. The storage of stocks of 
grain at the seaboard and lake ports, 
where capacity has been heavily in- 
Creased the past few years, is a thing 
of the past,” he concluded. How this 
will affect speculation, however, he did 
not say, except that it would tend to 
check corners. But the old proverb, 
that speculation will go where the 
stocks are held and leave the markets 
which have too small stocks, is still 
held to be true. Whether the close 
connection between New York and 
Duluth, by reason of the former being 
the natural outlet of the latter and of 
the northwest by water, and by the 
making of No. 1 Duluth wheat deliv- 
erable on contract here, will offset this 
loss of stocks and save New York isa 

uestion. But how Chicago can escape 
the loss of both storage business and 
speculation by this revolution in the 
grain storage business, brought about 
by high carrying charges in the specu- 
lative markets. it is difficult to see. 
Is is this in good part that has lost 
her a large portion of her former mo- 
nopoly of both branches of this busi- 
ness, the causes of which her board of 
trade committee searched for without 
finding, when it found the bucket 
shops guilty. 

DULUTH DOINGS. 

The five trading days of last week 
were generally pretty axtive. Prices 
fluctuated cons d2rably in a range of 
1ic, May closing Saturday at 83c. The 
undertone here has been strong for 
some time, but trading has followed 
Chicago too closely to be influenced 
much by local sentiment. Receipts 
seem to have dropped to their lowest 
point. For the entire week they were 
only 62,800 bus, against 414,000 bus the 
previous week and 477,000 for the cor- 
responding week last year. The great 
falling off was mainly due, of course, 
to the snow blockade on the railroads. 
A good deal of wheat was turned to 
Minneapolis, however, by the better 

rices prevailing there. The blockade 
ae extended to yards in the city and 
elevators have been very difficult of ac- 
cess. Small as the receipts have been, 
about 100 cars have accumulated on the 
track here in the past week or ten days. 

The Northern Pacific railroad has 
made a change in its wheat collections 
here that is much appreciated by grain 
men. Heretofore all the freight charges 
for wheat put into the elevators on the 
Superior side of the bay had to be paid 
to the agent on that side, cape 
more or less inconvenience. Now all 
the wheat business of the road is to be 
done through the D aluth office.

The Flour Trade of Chicago. 





In an annual resume of the flour 
business of Chicago, the Times com- 
mequdged alone ee the fi h: 

a one by the figures show- 
ing the receipts of flour at this point 
during the year now closing, which 
give an increase of about 2,450,161 bbls 
as compared with 1886, there was a 
large ex ion to trade. But as most 
of the flour received was in transit to 
eastern and European markets the 
table giving the movement, in and out, 
is of but little value as indicating the 
volume of business done by Chicago 
jobbers. The city, as a flour market, 
has just about held its own, and for 
the past five months the trade has been 
in good, healthy condition. Sales for 
the entire period under review exhibit 
a very satisfactory increase with some 
dealers, while others report a falling 
off. Wheat declined 3 or 4c per bu in 


“4 | Feburary, and then steadily took the 


up grade until the culmination of the 
June corner in that cereal, the advance 
in No. 2 spring from the lowest point 
in Feb to the highest point in 
Jane being 23c per bu. No. 3 did not, 
of course, cover such a wide range, 
but all grades were advanced to a 
point where profitable grind was 
out of the question. The t was 
that several of the local mills shut 
down, and the output for the past sea- 
son was reduced to about 390,000 to 
410,000 bbls. The annual report of the 
board of trade for 1886 gave the Chi- 

manufacture of flour for that 
year as 494,789 bbls. After the collapse 
of the wheat corner, and when new 
wheat began to arrive, there was a 
general revival, both in the milling 
and flour trade, and during the greater 
portion of the fall jobbers were sold 
well ahead of the production of spring 
patents and favorite bakers’ brands. 
Export business revived in a very sat- 
isfactory manner, and a steady, if not 
large, foreign demand has been enjoyed 
ever since. The Chicago board of trade 
returns show 6,589,326 bbls of flour re- 
ceived in 1887, against 4,139,165 bbis 
for the previous year. Shipments were 
6,390,131 bbls, t a total of 3,778,- 
227 bbis in 1886.” 














(27.) Frank Huot, De Smet, Da.: “I 
would like to say a word about the short 
system, since the answers of head mill- 
ers in the Holiday Number show more 
 semng than ae ae and-~ can 

ve little weight with millers in - 
eral, and especially those located in 
Minnesota and Dakota. It also seems 
a little queer that every short system 
miller heard from should have so much 
to condemn, when he himself appears 
to be not acquainted with the system. 
Your correspondent was at one time 
ee jjudiced against theshort system, as 

. A. Clarke, agent of the Stilwell & 
Bierce Mfg. Co., will doubtless remem- 
ber What do millers consider a short 
system mill? Is it five breaks on wheat 
and five reductions on stock; or four 
breaks on wheat and four reductions 
on stock; or three breaks on wheat 
and five reductions on stock ; or three 
breaks on wheat and three reductions 
on stock? I consider any of the above 
arrangements to constitute the short 
system. What, then, is gained b 
more than three breaks on wheat, 
you have no wheat grader in the mill, 
or are not eareful in grading your 
wheat, specially if your first break is 
co ted? The answers of- millers 
in the Holiday Number seem quite 
droll. Some say that the short system 
makes soft flour, and that ular 
flour is the best. One says that soft 
flour is preferred, and another that the 
short Fey makes uneven flour; an- 
other t the short system was used 
to make middlings; another that it 
was used to make flour direct. One 
said that he made 70 to 80 per cent of 
flour and middlings on the first break. 
In the first place; there is no need of 

uneven flour. In the second 


our, unless you wish todo so. In fact 
any mill can be made to make soft 
flour, and as — as any one ever 
looked at. In the third place, there is 
no need of making 80 per cent of flour 
and middlings on the first break of any 
class of mills I spoke of, and to do so 
would be through sublime ignorance 
on the part of the miller. 

“Tam Lg ng on the short system 
and make three breaks on wheat and 
three reductions on the residue. The 
mill was built by the Stilwell & Bierce 
Mfg. Co. It took me quite a while be- 
fore I mastered the breaks so as to give 
each set of rolls the right amount of 
labor to perform. The flow of flour 
from each finishing reel is about alike; 
if anything, the most comes from the 
centrifugal reel. The baker in this 

lace uses no other flour but that made 
y this mill. Our exchange trade. has 
been good, orhenging nearly 40,000 
bus of wheat the pas tee cat besides 
supplying local sales. e have never 
to drum any yet to dispose of our 
flour. Of course, we have asmall mill, 
but there has not been one car of flour 
sold in the town during the past year, 
or since the mill commenced opera- 
tions. I find that one great trouble in 
short system mills is that the proprie- 
tors employ poor millers, when in fact 
they ought to have the very best.’’

(28.) J. B. Burnett, New York: “I ad- 
mire the way in which you are prodd- 
ing the carriers of sacked and barreled 
flour, and recommend its continuance 
until the desired reformation is accom- 
plished. No class of merchants suffer 
more from the carelessness of trans- 
portation companies than the manu- 
facturers and buyers of flour. Not 
only do they lose from unn 
delays, but the abuse of rough hand- 
ling is an outrage. Hoops are knocked 
off, heads broken out and staves brok- 
en, so that shortage in flour is the re- 
sult. Some one suffers, generally the 
miller and often the flour me t. 
Push the good work until the railroads 
are made responsible for the dam 
done. They take flour from the 
in good order and should deliver the 
same at destination in like good order.”

than their ket books. It is cer- 
tainly not table to any one 
that his ideas should be r than 
his immediate resources. Such a con- 
dition leads to the enlargement of the 
individual in a mental sense, and his 
pocketbook at the same time. Itisa 
good thing for one’s ideas to be larger 
than his pocketbook. The man who 
says he wants $10,000 worth of mill, 
does not get as much for his money as 
the one who says that he wants $15,000 
worth of mill for $10,000. The latter 
is an ambitious man. The former has 
only a little ambition. He merely 
wants a mill. Fortunately there are 
very few such people. More often than 
otherwise it happens that the miller 
makes his statements as to what he 
wants, what he wants to do, and asks 
for plans and estimates. When pre- 
sented, either the estimate is too high, 
or the plans are not satisfactory. In 
the end there is a compromise. The 
millbuilder and the millowner both 
yield a — contrive and plan a 
good deal. e miller pays a little 
more than he expected to, and the 
millbuilder gets a little less than he 
wanted. The result is that a very sat- 
isfactory mill is built. There are little 
— which might have been differ- 
ent, but in the main the result is quite 
satisfactory. 


* * : 

One can build a better mill for a 
given sum of money at this time than 
ever before. The real reason for this 
is to be found outside of the fact that 
material and labor are cheaper than 
they have been in the past. This is be- 
cause of the thought which is put into 
the planning and arranging of mills. 
It is this thought that saves the 
money. When I say planning and ar- 
ranging of mills, I wish to convey the 
idea in a detailed sense as to the plan- 
ning and working out of each particu- 
lar detail of machine Competition 
has done a great deal for millers. I do 
not mean that class of competition 
which grinds down the prices, but the 
class of competition which makes men 
thoughtful. Whenever men 


. there is progress. Competition makes 


them think. Competition has made a 
difference in the construction of mills 
which can only be appreciated after 
one has recalled the dirty ees 
ill contrived mills of the old tone 
days, and then recurred to well ar- 
ran mills like the one illustrated in 
the Christmas number of this pa- 
per, or the Pillsbury ‘‘B’’, Columbia 
and many others which might be men- 
tioned. In ——: of these mills in 
this way, the thought su ts itself 
that that there was probably not 
enough competition on the Pillsbury 
“A” mill. It is a cent estab- 
lishment, but in many ways it is not a 
well arranged mill. With respect to 
certain details in its arrangement, it is 
satisfactory. It is to be understood 
that I am speaking strictly of the me- 
chanical arrangement, and not in any 
respect as to the quality or perform- 
ance of the mill. One great cult; 
about these large establishments fe 
that of lighting them, excepting by 
artificial means. The buildings are so 
large that they are necessarily quite 
dark in places. In the en n 
mills this difficulty is obviated by ar- 
ranging the building with wings. In 
the m of Minneapolis this sort of 
would hardly be possible, ex- 
cepting in the case of a site like that 
of the Pillsbury “A”. But it is not

so far as he excels. It is competition 
which has given us the short reel, and 
which in one .form or another will 
eventually come into general use. 
Competition has developed convenien- 
cies in roller machines. It has madw 
it necessary for those who build mills 
to arrange them systematically, with 
an eye not alone to the work that is to 
be done, but as to their appearance, 
and convenience of manipulation. 
Competition which develops a new 
idea, or a good idea, and puts it in a 
simple mill, in time forces this idea 
into all other mills. Competition in 
the construction of flour mills goes 
back to the mine where the coal and 
iron are taken out; into the lumber

People are demanding more 
and more for their money, and they 
are getting it. At the same time those 
who are supplying their wants are, if 
they are conducting their business pro- 
mes y, getting a fair return from their 
nvestment. ‘he history and the re- 
sult; of competition are the same in 
all branches of business, and the effect 
is the same. It is the same in making 
or ne flour that it is in building 
mills.

I frequently meet contractors and 
millbuilders who say: ‘There is no 
money in the business any more. Peo- 
pe are doing work for nothing. Here 

3 B. & Co., who are taking work for a 
good deal less than it is worth They 
are making a loss on every contract.” I 
am accustomed to hearirg this kind of 
talk and I know that itis the excep- 
tion that it is true. It simply means 
that B. & Co. have an idea; they are 
ingenious, they are good buyers and 
they know how to manufacture at a 
low cost, haw to sell their goods and 
collect their money.

I often hear objections made to cer- 
tain concerns or individuals because 
they are so very close. Said a man to 
me: “Thereis Mr. A. He won’t let 
any one make a dollar that he is doin, 
any business with.’”’ I have hada 
deal of business with this class of peo- 
ple, and it is a class that is gettirg 
larger every day. I have observed ths 
in connection with them, that if I have 
anything which one of these close bodi« 8 
wants, he will get it as cheap as he 
can, but that he will pay whatever he 
has to. If I don’t get my price it is 
because [ do not know how. It means 
that the other man isa better buyer 
than I am a seller. It is a very god 
thing for any one to remember, th: t 
no matter how close a man may te 
will buy whatever he has to have, be 
it material or labor, and that he will 
pay what he has to for it. 


* * 

I know a millbuilding establishment 
which a great many other millbuilders 
say figures exceedingly low on ite 
work. NowI happen to know some- 
thing about the dividends of this 
concern, and something about its 
surplus, and I know that it never 
loses money on anything, and 
that in the end it makes a great 
deal of money. A view of the shops 
will give the reason why this is so. 
They are well arranged, complete in 
every way, and brains are scattered all 
over the establishment, and all for the 
Pp of supplying the wants of the 
multitude whose ideas are larger than

Economy of operating the mill as regards number of employes required. 

Work of bolting machines, centrifugal reels and purifiers considered by itself. 

Any other points which may be submitted by the competitors or on which 
the judges may decide to pass.

The European Cereal Supply. 


Edmund Juessen, United States 
consul general at Vienna, has trans- 
mitted certain data gathered from the 
reports of the international seed and 
grain convention recently held in that 
city relative to the condition of Euro- 
pean cereal cro 

In Austria-Hungary the yield of 
wheat for 1887 is estimated at 177,000,- 
000 bus, an increase of nearly 25 B ows 
cent over the average FP ip ong of t 
country, while 185,000, bu is the es- 
timated yield of rice—also an increase. 
The crop of oats, however, is hardl 
sufficient to cover the home deman 

In Russia rye has yielded an average 
crop, barley is of excellent quality, the 
crop of oatsis poor, and the prospect 
of FS ges is not very promising. 

n the Scandinavian countries the 
average amount of wheat is produced, 
but rye and oats fall far below the av- 


erage. 

The wheat crop of Italy is poor, and 
the import demand of the country for 
the cereal will amount to about 30,- 





average, and the country will have a 
surplus for export. 

e wheat crops of Switzerland and 
Holland are above the average, while 
that of northern Russia is below. 

France must import wheat to meet 
the home demand. 

In Great Britain and Ireland an 
average wheat crop is e ted. The 
total yield is estimated at from 9,000,- 
000 to 10,000,000 qrs, so that after de- 
ducting the seed 5,000,000 to 9,000,000 
qrs will be left for home consumption 
and the importation of from 16,500,000 
to 17,000,000 grs will be required. The 
English wheat in store is believed to 
be very nearly exhausted, and the 
foreign wheat store in England 
quite limited. Barley will yield 10 per 
cent less than the usual average, oats 
15 per cent less, and and peas 
from 40 to 50 per cent less. Potatoes 
are healthy, but the crop will be smail. 

In British India the yield of wheat 
for 1887 is estimated at 6,390.695 tons. 
From Jan. 1 to June 30, 1887, British 
India exported to Europe 9,679,515 
hundred-weights of wheat. The ex-

Origin of Agriculture and Milling

In 1812 the first batch of emigrants 
was sent out via Hudson’s Bay to the 
Red river by Lork Selkirk, a ttish 
nobleman who had sec control of 
a majority of the stock of the Hudson’s 
Bay Oo. and voted himself a tract of 
land bordering on the Red and Assini- 
boine rivers, in the present state of 
Minnesota, territory of Dakota, and 
province of Manitoba, comprising in 
all some 116,000 square miles. rd 
Selkirk aimed at establishing a colon 
on the banks of the Red river whi 
would serve to break up the fur trading 
operations of the Northwest company 
as well as provide a home for the 
evicted Highlanders, who, driven from 
their holdings, were fo: to emi 
grate. For several years after 1812 
successive parties oi emigrants from 
Scotland, Ireland and Switzerland, -ar- 
rived at the colony, and wheat now 
became one of the leading articles of 
production. The seed wheat appears 
to have been brought out from En- 
gland, and certainly barley was intro- 
duced from Great Britain at an early 
date in the history of the settlement. 
The colonists were all settled on the 
Red river immediately to the north of 
the present city of W peg, but ow- 
ing to the iscarcity of provisions, 
frequently passed the winters at 
Pemb where, on the south 
side of Pembina river, and op- 
posite to the Northwest company’s 
post, they had established a fort, or 
collection of log houses, which went 
by the name of Fort Daer, being called 
so after Lord Selkirk, who was also 
Baron Daer. Trouble soon arose be- 
tween the governor of the Colony, 
who had been appointed by Lord Sel- 
kirk, and the officers of the Northwest 
Far Co. One act led to another, and 
the result was, first, that in 1815 the 
northwesters induced the great major- 
ity of the Selkirk people to emigrate 
to Upper and second, in 1816, 
to an encounter between the rivals 
which ended in the death of Gov. Sem- 
ple and twenty of his Selkirk servants, 
while the northwesters lost only one 
man. The remaining colonists were 
driven away to Lake Vie and 
their fields, houses, etc., nearly all de- 
stroyed, but Lord Selkirk pushed up 
from Canada with a large band of dis- 
charged soldiers and in turn drove off 
the northwesters. The British gov-

tlement grew and flourished, and was 
strengthened by the coalition of the 
fur-companies in 1820 21.

Hi followed the éourse of 
cultivation in the “new northWest” let 
us turn back to the days when the 
noise of the flour mill was just heard 
in the land, where now many a stately 
and substantial structure, containing 
rollers and other modern machinery; 
supplies the wants of the settlers. 
There is no reason to doubt that the 
Selkirk settlers, on their arrival in the 
Red river country in 1812, were the 
first persons in this district who raised 
wheat and ground it into flour. With 
the original party of the colonists was 
brought out, from the Orkney Islands, 
some stone d mills. One of: these 
is now in the possession of the Mani- 
toba Historical and Scientific socie 
at Winnipeg. The mill is construc 
of two flat stones, circular in shape, 
about two feet in diameter, and each 
an inch and a half thick. Inserted in 
the centre of one is an iron pin, while 
the other has a circular hole cut 
through the centre, about three. and a 
half inches in diameter, and croéswise, 
in which is placed a narrow bar of 
wood, having a hole bored through it 
to admit-of the iron pinin the lower 
stone passing through it so that the 
upper one revolve about it as an 
axis. A straight upright handle is 
inserted into the upper stone near its 
outer edge, and by this means the 
stone is turned around, while the 
grain to be ground is slowly. {poured 

to the hole in the centre, from whence 
it gradually works it way outward be- 
tween the stones. Al ther it is a 
very primitive mill, and the settlers 
soon e dissatisfied with it, as I 
find in a book published in 1816 that 
there was, the year before,a mill (pre- 
sumably worked by wind power) used 
by the settlers, which stood just about 
on the site where now is the largest 
steam grist mill in northwest C:

A Russian correspondent of the Lon- 
don News writes that for some unex- 
plained cause the grain export from 
some of the chief entrepots on the 
Volga has virtually ceased.

The writer of “Bread Crumbs” in the 
British Baker, Confectioner and Pur- 
veyor, says: “I will say nothing here 
as to the respective q ities of British 
and foreign milled flours; it shall be 
assumed that the former are fully 
equal to the latter. Yet, for all that, 
there are very definite reasons why 
the baker will for many purposes 
select the latter. When a lot of flour 
is purchased from a respectable firm 
of Minneapolis millers, the baker 
knows that he gets flour milled from 
hard spring American wheat; simi- 
larly he knows that the St. Louis 
brands are winter wheat flours. In 
fact, practically, the whole of the for- 
eign flours that come into this country 
are flours possessing certain definite 








and specific properties, and are bought 
and used rl sen ral, sagged ral ch 
their quality parti y suits them. 
British milled flours are, on the other 
hand, nondescript in character; one 
miller ma ing -a strong, hard 
flour, while his neighbor, within a 
stone’s throw of him, may be makin 
a weak one. This is very puzzling to 
the baker until it is learned, and even 
then it is possible that in a few 
months time he may have to unlearn 
it all; for the millers may have altered 
their mixtures, and so the character of 
the flours may have become altogether 
different. Take a case in point—there 
are millers who make and ng | a 
‘Hungarian-process patent flour.’ This 
flour is, in many instances, most care- 
fally milled, and, so far as the manu- 
facture is concerned, is probably quite 
equal to genuine Hungarian flours. 
The flour may be recommended to a 
baker as a substitute for Hungarian, 
but often enough it fails altogether to 
answer that purpose because it is made 
from wheats of altogether a different 
nature.”’ 


The St. Paul Bakers’ Imbroglio. 


The war between Martini & Miller, 
the St. Paul bakers, and their men, 
goes merrily on. The newest feature 
is the commencement of a suit in the 
district court by the above firm against 
August Jacke, one of the leaders 
of the strike, on the charge of boy- 
cotting. It is set forth in the com- 
plaint that Jacke, who, together with 
others, was discharged from the em- 
ploy of the plaintiffs, caused to be 
printed a handbill which was exten- 
sively circulated among the customers 
and patrons of the tiffs, request- 
ing them to discontinue dealing with 
the latter, and threatening to injure 
the business and trade of said custom- 
ers if they did not so discontinue. The 








;| complaint farther states that from this 


cause resulted great injury to the firm; 
and they ask for $1,000 damages and 
also pray for a permanent injunction 
restraining the defendant from contin- 
uing to injure the trade of the plain- 
tiffs. The court issued a temporary 
injunction restraining the boycotters 
until the case can be tried. 

At the call of the local trades and 
labor assembly, about 400 workingmen 
held a mass meeting at St. Paul, Sun- 
day, to discuss the situation as to the 
bakers’ strike. After several speeches 
were made, resolutions were adopted 
proposing an adjustment of. differ- 
ences by arbitration. It was asked 
that a committee of twelve—six busi- 
ness men and six members from labor 
unions, be selected by the two sides to

A New Purifier. 


The list of middlings purifiers grad-

P. Allis & Oo. place a machine 
upon the market which has not first 
received the most carefal and thor- 
ough testing in a modern mill and by 








the most competent of millers. It is 
safe to say, therefore, that when a 
machine is named “Reliance” and 
placed before the trade, it has all the 
qualities needed to make it a favorite 
with good millers. 

The engraving here shown gives a 

ood idea of the newest product of the 
liance works of Edw. P. Allis & Co. 
and named the Reliance purifier. It 
is carefally constructed throughout, 
the frame being of selected hardw: 
The amount of air can be regulated by 
opening or closing the blinds at the 
side and ends, and, if necessary, the 
air may all be shut off at the head of 
the sieve and taken through the tail 
end. This is very important, espe- 
cially where fine or dusty middlings are 
to be purified. There are two convey- 
ors placed side by side. Their shafts 
are iron and the flights are malleable 
iron. The fi'ghts may be easily re- 
verged, without removing them from 
the shafts or taking the shafts out of 
the conveyor boxes, simply by turning 
aset-screw. The shaft, being iron, in- 
sures strength and a perfectly true 
running conveyor. The ends of the 
boxes are of cast iron, the whole mak- 
ing a very strong conveyor. 

The cloth cleaning device is a brush 
the entire length of the cloth, but the 
action is not to brush the eloth. By a 
simple mechanism the brush is made 





ood. |ject of the aspirator is to enable the 
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to rise and touch the cloth of the re- 
ciprocating sieve and then drop away. 

ie brush moves laterally its own 
width, coming up again an es 
the cloth. This movement is repea 
until the whole under surface of the 
cloth has been touched. The brush 
then turns and travels to the opposite 
side of the machine, cleaning itself on 
the way, where it commences to oper- 
ate across the cloth again. The brush 
may be adjusted to touch the cloth 
lightly or hard, by ade a screw at 
each corner of the machine; this ad- 
justment can be readily made while 
the machine is in motion. The cloth 
may be tightened b ae wl turning a 
thumb screw on the side of the ma- 
chine while in motion. The machine 
has a very convenient and effective ar- 
rangement of valves over the sieve 
which can be regulated from the tail 
endof the machine. The fan is placed 
farther from the cloth than in the or- 
dinary purifier, the purpose being to 
give a better chance for even suction 
on all parts of the cloth. 

The Reliance purifier may be used 
in connection with aspirator attached 
to the tail end of the machine. In this 
case the aspiration is not merely a suc- 
tion on the tail of a sieve machine, but 
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the aspirator purifies and makes paw 
fect a on coarse middlings 
and tailings that over the end of 
the sieve. It is well known to millers 
that to purify coarse or medium mid- 
dlings, which contain branny parti- 
cles, if the sieve is clothed coarse 
enough to let all the middlings

The aspirator will separate the 
impurities from the middlings, makin 
one product poor enough for feed an 
the other in excellent condition to go 
to the rolls. In the ordinary method 
of purifying, when the good middlings 
pass over with tailings which go to 
rolls, the result is that the impurities 
are reduced, making, of course, subse- 
quent separations harder. Millers will 
find this purifier with aspirator a great 
improvement for some classes of stock.
